States 
may countenance the breaking of the 
marriage bond and even another mar- 
riage during the lifetime of those thus 
separated, but these states overstep 
their authority. . 


The state has a perfect right to 
legislate concerning age requirements, 
has a right to demand that a mar- 
riage license be issued by civil author- 
ity, and has the right to stipulate 
what ‘civil effects will accompany the 
marriage contract. But if God de- 
clared that the marriage bond may 
never be broken, that those who sever 
the bond and marry again contract 
adulterous unions, then such is the 
case, no matter vihat kind of state 
sanction these new unions may have.

‘Sy-vgek on the latest Encyc- 
lital of the Holy Father is var- 
ious, There are those who are in 
sympathy with the theory which he 
propounds, but believe the return of 
dissident churches is something that 
can never be hoped for. There are 
others who believe that if Rome com- 
promised a little reunion would become 
a possibility, but not a desirable 
thing. 

For instance, Reverend Doctor Fre- 
derick H. Knubel, President of the 


‘United Lutheran Churches in America, 


says: “Many Protestants fear greatly 
that the: single organized Christian 
Church of the world would soon in- 
volve great dangers for mankind, such 
as a church-state or a state-church of 
the world.” 

This might be true if the world- 
wide church were any other than the 
Catholic Church, which teaches that 
the State and the Church exist for 
different purposes, and that there 


should be no disposition either on the 


part of the State to control the 
Church or on the part of the Church to 
control the State. The purpose of the 
State is to promote the temporal wel- 
fare of man and that of the Church 
to promote his eternal welfare. The 
relationship with the several states 
resulting. from a world-wide church 
should work in the direction of inter- 
national peace and good will, should 
put an end to jealous and hateful riv- 
alry as between nations, because peo- 
ple of each country would have some- 
thing so dear in common with the peo- 
ple of all other countries. 
Believes lope Sincere 

Reverend Dr. Knubel believes that 
the Holy Father is most sincere in his 
desire to unite all Christians in one 
common fold, and credits him with 
“scholarship and wisdom and spirit- 
ual-mindedness”, but does not believe 
that Protestants would take to “mar- 
iolatry” or subscribe to the infallibil- 
ity of the Pope. 

The clergyman evidently labors un- 
der the common Protestant impression 
that divine honors are paid to Mary 
by Catholics, and that infallibility ex- 
tends beyond ex-cathedra pronounce- 
ments on faith and morals,

Reunion Is Desirable 

Dr. George L. Stockdale, of New 
York, also believes that the reunion of 
Christendom would be something very 
desirable, but claims “it can never 
come on any dogmatic basis, and we 
would not want it on that basis. We 
want all to think for themselves.” 
Now, this gentleman has not thought 
very hard. The Heavenly Father 
wants all His children to be united in 
truth, and that means on a dogmatic 
basis. A union which would not be 
built on truth certainly would not be 
desirable, and the gates of hell would 
have prevailed against a church socon- 
stituted. In matters which are not de- 
finitely established we have a right to 
think for ourselves, but not on matters 
revealed by Heaven. We are bound to 
accept supernatural truth in the same 
way as we are obliged to receive natu- 
‘ral truths. We are certainly not free 
'when we claim the liberty to think 
for ourselves concerning the law of 
gravitation or the multiplication 
tables, or concerning a thousand other 
questions of faith.

She 
hears the’sermon in German in aecordance with the words 
of the Apostle: “Everyone heard him in the tongue in 
which he was born.” Of course, she sees the Resurrec- 
tion, the Ascension of our Lord into Heaven, the death 
of the Blessed Virgin, her burial and later her assumption 
into Heaven. We have told you that she sees Mary and 
Joseph start on their journey to Bethlehem from Nazar- 
eth, sees where they stop at night, . ‘es them seek shelter 
in Bethlehem, sees the angel appear’ to the shepherds and 
later sees the child in the crib. She sees the wise men 
starting from their respective countries and journeying 
to the Holy City. She sees Herod misdirect them to a 
Bethlehem which is in the north of Palestine; sees the 
massacre of the holy innocents, the offering of Jesus in 
the temple, etc., She sees Jesus as an infant from Christ- 
mas day to the feast of the Epiphany, from the Consecra- 
tion until after the Communion of the Mass, and again 
during the exposition of the Blessed Sacrament during 
Benediction during those two weeks. She sees the little 
child with Mary and Joseph in Egypt. But these visions 
occur during ecstasies only on or near the feasts which 
commemorate the events, or on the Sundays on which the 
Gospel refers to the same. But the witnessing of the Pas- 
sion of our Lord and actual co-passion with Him take 
place thirty or more times a year. 

About two years ago it was rumored that the pheno- 
mena of Konnersreuth had ceased. By this it was meant 
that Theresa no. longer had her Friday affliction. The 
rumor was true, but the time was between Easter and 
the feast of the Sacred Heart, during which time. as al- 
ready noted, she does not witness the passion, does not 
bleed and suffer. 


Theresa suffers more or less all the time. It hurts 
her throat to talk; her feet pain her when she stands or 
walks; her hands pain whenever she bends them. This is 
because of the unhealed condition of her throat, because 
of the sores in her feet and hands. Yet she converses a 
great deal, walks about much and uses her hands as if 
nothing were the matter with them. She is not rendered 
unhappy by suffering, because she bears it for Jesus.
